THE TIMES, Sept. 26.—Al- 

though administration officials 
have conveyed the impression that 
an agreement with the Japanese war 
mission, headed by Viscount Ishii, 
had been reached on co-operation in 
the assistance of Rewsia with ships 
and supplies, a wholly different view 
of the negotiations was given today 
by a Japanese diplomat. He said 
that only an exchange of views with 
the administration had been effected 
and that the negotiations concerning 
ocean transportation would be con- 
tinued between the State Depart. 
ment and the Japanese Ambassador. 
Mr. Sato. 

“It is not generally appreciated in 
America that Japan feels that she 
is already doing her share in the 
war, and that she is furnishing her 
“One- 
third of Japan's total ocean-going 
tonnage is now in European waters. 
This amounts to 200,000 tons being 
devoted practically to war uses in 
European waters, 
about all Japan can do. It is hardly 
seen by us how more ships could be 
supplied for war service. 

“In the conversations here the 
friendliest sentiments were extended. 
The discussions were limited to co- 
operation in the war. Of course, ter- 
ritorial questions, etc., did not arise. 

JAPAN'S RESOURCES. 

“After all. Japan is a small coun- 
try, her reseurces are not large, her 
industrial equipment is not extensive 
when compared with America’s, but 
we are doing our best. Japan is still 
suffering from the financial burden 
of the Russian-Japanese Whar. That 
entire war was fought out at less 
cost than one day's expenses of the 
present war, and it amazes us to 
see your Congress propriating bil- 
lions of dollars for war purposes, 
such resources as you possess ap- 
pearing almost unbelievable. Our na- 
tional debt of 150,009,000 yen from 
the Russo-Japanese War is a burden 
to wus. 

“All our largest ships except two 
are employed in the European trade, 
the two being routed between Yoko- 
hama and San Francisco. Besides, 
We are caring for the -peace-time 
trade of Enelantl as best we can in 
the Indian Ocean and in the Pacific, 
between India, Australia and Brit- 
ain’s other possessions, besides China. 

“Tt ought not to be (forgotten. 
either, that Japan has been the car- 
rier for Russia between the United 
States and Viadivostok. We have 
transported arms, ammunition and 
materials for Russia. Japan will con- 
tinue her services to the Allies ta 
the very best of her ablility. 

“But it is not probable that we 
— supply any material increase of 


INDUSTRIES SUFFER. 

“Japanese industries are suffering 
from a great shortage of steel plates 
and especially for the shipbuilding 
industry. We are dependent now up- 
on the United States for steel. For- 
merly we obtained steel from Eng- 
land, but that source has long been 
cut off. and we became dependent 
upon the United States: that supply 
too, has now been cut off. owing to 
the war needs of our own and of 
the Allies. Ambaseador Sato will 
continue also the negotiations re- 
spectine the steel that we need.” 

ISHII SAYS GOOD-BY 
‘RY A. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.-—Vis- 
count Ishii, head of the Japanese 
mission, formally said good-by to 
President Wilson this afternoon, and 
it. is understood the mission will 
soon make preparations for its re- 
turn to Japan, after paying a visit 
to New York, beginning tomorrow. 

No announcements have ever been 
made of what has resulted from the 
visit of the mission, other than that 
the conversations between Viscount 
Tehii and Secretary Lansing have 
made for better relations between 
the two countries.

PEACE COMMISSIONER. 


Texan will Take Care of American 
Interests in the Preliminaries to 
Plans to End Great War. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 
HILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—The Public Ledger prints to- 
morrow the following dispatch from Lincoln Colcord, its 

staff correspondent at Washington: ‘ 

As is well known, both France and Great Britain have for 
some time been making active preparations in their own behalf 
for the peace conference. Many letters corroborating this fact 
have been received in important quarters in America during thé 
last few months. It may safely be asstimed that others and per- 
haps all of the belligerent governments in Europe are making 
their own preparations for the peace conference. Of course, there 
is nothing in these activities incompatible with the heartiest pos- 
sible support of the war. 

COL. HOUSE TO ACT. 

Thus there has lately been felt to be a growing need in Amer- 
ica for a series of similar activities, unless we were to go greatly 
handicapped into the peace conference when it comes. In quar- 
ters where this need has been duly appreciated, the knowledge 
that President Wilson has requested Col. E. M. House to organize 
ard direct American activities in this field meets with the most 
unqualified approval. 

It would be altogether erroneous, however, to attach un- 
wonted significance to the fact that America is about to make 
definite preparations in her own behalf for the peace conference. 
Such a step on the part of America would not be a step in the 
direction of peace and could not be properly interpreted as hav- 
ing the slightest bearing upon the possible date of the peace 
conference. It certainly would not mean that peace was imminent 
or that America had determined to try to bring about a peace by 


negotiation. 
FOLLOWING THE ALLIES. 

It would simply mean that America had decided to follow 
the other Allied governments in establishing an intelligence or- 
ganization of her own in additich to the regular diplomatic agen- 
cies and free from the official connections which would neces- 
sarily hamper the State Department in this field, whereby 
Washington could be accurately informed as to the sentiment of 
Europe and the general political situation as to the plans and 
projects of the Allied governments toward the peace conference, 
and could, in short, feel that it knew exactly the status of the war 
and how imminent or how far away peace really was. In other 
words, it would propose to make from the American viewpoint a 
strategical survey of the diplomatic field. 

AMERICAN PROJECTS. 

To this phase of the activities of such an organization would 
naturally be added the work of outlining American plans and 
projects as to the peace conference when it came and of bringing 
American and European ideas on these subjects into closer rela- 


tion and more definite agreement. 
It is immediately obvious that such activities as these could 


not be undertaken by the State Department without creating grave 
misunderstandings as to the intentions of America and giving 
foundation for false assumptions as to the proximity of peace. 
This fact has been clearly recognized by the various Allied gov- 
ernments in Europe, which have not attempted to work through 
their foreign offices in carrying out their preparations for. the 
peace conference, but have in different measure created independ- 
ent organizations for the purpose. 

The choice of Col. E. M. House to head this important mis- 
sion for America is a natural and logical one. In such a position 
he would be only enlarging and extending the activities which he 
has pursued in comparative obscurity during the last few years. 

GRASP OF COL. HOUSE. 

The bulk of his labors as an unofficial diplomat, his contribu- 
tions to the cause of international enlightenment, his grasp of all the 
strings leading to the various European capitals, as well as his 
gathering prestige in governmental circles throughout the world, 
have all, according to report in official and diplomatic circles, 
given the name of Col. House an importance far above his status 
in the field of publicity. The chief value of his opportunity to 
serve the country doubtless has sprung from his willingness to 
work inconspicuously. Men have come to him knowing that the 
visit would not be reported in the newspapers. Men have told 
him their whole story, feeling confident that the tale would attain 
no publicity. Thus it has come about, according to report, that 
he has for a number of years been a veritable clearinghouse for 
important information from every quarter of the world. Although 
he has been perhaps the least mentioned man anywhere in public 
affairs, it is said that few men have been working with a more 
definite purpose, have been putting in more thought or longer 
hours in the public service or have been accomplishing more 


tangible results. 
FUNCTION TO ADVISE. 

It is claimed by his friends that Col. House's natural function 
is to advise. Things which are going well do not absorb his at- 
tention. He is mainly interested in trying to set right things which 
are going wrong. Living in an atmosphere of constant depres- 
sion caused by tales of trouble and discouragement which are 
brought to him, he nevertheless is able to keep his viewpoint sane 
and normal. The benefits of this unique work, it is said, have not 
been altogether one-sided, as would willingly be testified to by 
many a European diplomat. Col. House's advice has been freely

The Novaya Zhisn, the Bolsheviki 
organ of Maxim Gorky, admits that 
the note is “equivocal and hypocrit- 
ical” and says that the time has 
come for the Russian democracy to 
present a bill for payment to the 
German working class.

Interruptions by Pierre Brizon, a 
Socialist Deputy, who was one of 
the pilgrims to the conference with 
German Socialists at Kienthal, threw 
the Chamber into tumult. M. Brizon 
asked if “American railroad men are 
coming to France in order that 
French railroad workers may be 
sent to the front.” 

The Deputy attacked Great Brit- 


_ain, “You are shedding the 
blood o instead of that of 
her allies.” 


The whole Chamber protested and 
Emile Constant cried: “We are not 
fighting for the Americans. It is the 
Americans who are coming to fight 
for us.” 

The Finance Minister, Louis Klotz, 
said: All the Allies are fighting for 
the same cause and every word 
spoken against them is against 
France.” 

Deputy Brizon declared that he, 
with Deputies Raffin-Dugens and Al- 
exandre Blanc, who went with him 
to Kienthsl, would not vote for the 
appropriations. M. Brizon shouted: 
“Down with the war! Long iive

GERMANY WOULD GET OUT ON 
CERTAIN CONDITIONS. 


Proposa} Reported Made in Sup- 
plementary Verbal Note to Vat- 
fean Says Enemy Must Have 
Right to Develop Freely Her 
Economic Enterprises.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Germany has 
agreed to evacuate Belgium on cer- 
tain conditions, it is declared in & 
German official statement, according 
to a dispatch from Berne today giv- 
en out by the Wireless Press. « 

Germany, it is stipulated, mu&at 
have the right to develop her eco- 
nomic enterprises freely in Belgium, 
especially in Antwerp. 

The proposal was m&de in a sup- 
plementary verbal note to the Vati- 
can, replying to peace initiative of 
Pope Benedict. It was in the form 
of a verbal communication made by 
Foreign Secretary Kuehimann to the 
papal nuncio at Munich, wherein 
the Foreign Secretary specified the 
conditiors under which Germany 
was willing to conclude peace on the 
basis of the evacuation of Belgium. 

The “verbal note to the papal 
nuncio said Germany would con- 


|} tribute a share of the compensation 


te be paid to Belgium for war dam- 
ages. Belgium would be required, 
it said, to give a guarantee that “any 
such menace as that which threat- 
éned Germany in 1914” would in fu- 
ture be excluded. 

Belgium must undertake to main- 
tain administrative separation of the 
Fianders and Walloon districts in- 
troduced by Germany, the verbal 
note says, because this separation 
corresponds to the wishes of a ma- 
jority of the Belgian people and be- 
cause Germany desires such separa- 
tion on accourt of racial sympathy.

A NEW PACE IN WAR. 


Baker’s First Statement on the Sub- 
ject; Secretary Reviews Situation 
on the Battle Fronts. 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 26.— 
The American g0vern- 
ment'’s first official state- 
ment concerning military opera- 
tions in Europe was issued to- 
night by Secretary Baker, in- 
augurating a series which, in 
time, will be devoted largely to 
activities of the United States 
expeditionary forces. It says 
that while ascendancy on the 
western front has passed defi- 
nitely to the Allies, they are 
content merely to wear down 
the enemy until the force of the 
American army makes itself felt 
in the field. 

Operation’ for the week end- 
ing Septetnber 22 are reviewed 
by Mr. Baker, without reference 
to the American force now in 
France. The atatement follows: 

“The Secretary of War au- 
thorizes the following statement 
dealing with military activities 
in Europe for the week 
September 22: 

“As the timie draws near when 
military operations on a large 
scale on the western front must 
come to a standstill, owing to 
the approach of winter, it be- 
comes evident that the enemy 
does rot feel himself in a posi- 
tion to undertake the much-ad- 
vertised offensive action so often 
boasted of at home during the 
past summer, in order to end 
the war victoriously by Christ- 
mas. 


ALLIES’ ASCENDANCY. 

“It may be stated rmative- 
ly that the ascendafhicy in the 
west has passed definitely to the 
Allies, although the latter are 
content by tactics of attrition to 
wear down the eremy, giving no 
rest or respite until such a time 
as the force of our army may 
make itself felt in the field. 

“The week just closed has 
been one of increased activity 
on the part of the Allies on the 
western front and may be taken ~° 
as a presage of what the enemy 
ts to expect next spring. 

“Beginning with desultory ar- 
tillery fire along a broad front, 
which gradually narrowed down 
to an intense bombardment of 
what is known as the Anzac 
ridge about a mile southwest of 
Zonnebeke, southwWard through 
Nun's wood to the Ypres-Menin 
road, the British increased their 
artillery preparation to a den- 
sity hitherto unattained. 

“The early days of the week 
were marked by wet, foggy

“The weather having cleared 
by Thursday, September 20, the 
British launched their attack.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Fur- 
ther evidence that Count von Bern- 
storff, former German Ambassador 
to Washington, knew of his govern- 
ment’s intention to inaugurate 4&4 
campaign of unrestricted submarine 
warfare prior to his request for 
money with which to influence Con- 
gress, is in possession of the State 
Department.

read the Zimmermann telegram to 
Minister von Eckhardt in Mexico, 
which contained the following:

IMMENSE FLEET 
READY IN YEA 


Six Millions in Tonnage to 
Carry Ocean Freight. 


United States Leads World 
in Vessel Building. 


Britain Hampered by Lack of 
Men and Material. 


(RY A NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26,—The 
magnitude of the American govern- 
ment'’s shipbuilding programme was 
revealed today for the first time in a 
statement by the shipping board, 
showing that nearly 1200 merchant 
vessels of about 6,000,000 ton- 
nage will be completed within a lit- 
tle more than a year. 

Completion of ships commandeer- 
ed in shipyards and of vessels actu- 
ally or about to be contracted for 
will give the country a fleet of 1600 
ships with a total tonnage of more 
than 9,000,000. In addition to this 
the board will complete in 1919 ves- 
sels already contracted for and un- 
der negotiation of about 4,000,000 
tons. A billion dollars has just been 
asked of Congress to complete the 
programme, 

The United States is now leading 
the world in shipbuilding and if 
the present rate of construction 
were kept up would become the 
leading shipping nation of the 


world in a few years. The Brith, 
whose present ocean-going tonnage 


in building by lack of men and ma- 
terlals. In all other countries, ex- 
cept Japan, building virtually is at 
a standstill. 

OVERSEAS TONNAGE. 


America now has a total overseas 
tonnage of 2,400,000, to which has 
been added about 700,000 tons of 
German and Austrian shipping. 
Japan has 2,000,000 tons; Italy, 
1,950,000; France, 1,880,000; Nor- 
way, 1,650,000; Holland, 1,455,000; 
Sweden, 860,000; Denmark, 690,000; 
Spain, 750,000; Russia, 550,000; 
Portugal, 200,000, and all of South 
America, 800,000. 

The progress of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation in getting vessels 
constructed was outlined in a 
Statement as follows: 

“During the last two months. 
there have been awarded contracts 
for 118 wooden vessels of 3500 tons 
dead weight capacity each to twen- 
ty-seven yards. There had previ- 
ously been awarded contracts for 
235 vessels of the same type and 
fifty-eight composite ships, a total 
of 411, With a tonnage of 1,460,900. 
Great difficulty has been experi- 
enced on the Atlantic Coast in ob- 
taining suitable lumber and it is an- 
ticipated there will be a greater de- 
lay in their completion than was 
expected. 

FOR STEEL VESSELS. 

“Since August 1, there have been 
awarded contracts for 155 more 
steel cargo vessels of 1,076,800 tons 
to six yards. Previous to August 1, 
Seventy steel cargo vessels of 587,- 
000 tons had been contracted for 
with ten shipyards. Therefore, at 
the present time the total number 
of steel vessels under construction 
is 225 with a tonnage of 1,663,800, 

“The fleet corporation has requi- 
sitioned 403 vessels of about 2,000,- 
000 tons.” 

The shipping board is making ev- 
ery effort to obtain engines, boilers 
and other equipment for the vessels 
to be built and in most instances 
contracts have been placed. 

An industrial service development 
has just been established, which 
will assist shipbuilders in obtaining 


labor. It also will establish a sys- 
tem of vocational schools to train 
workmen. 


Chairman Hurley of the shipping 
board and Admiral Capps, generat 
manager of the fleet corporation, ex- 
pect to start soon on a tour of the 
country’s shipyards to inspect the 
work. 

THE CHARTER RATE. 

A charter rate of $5.75 a ton a 
month has been decided on by the 
shipping board as a base the gov- 
ernment will pay for requisitioned 
ocean-going merchant vessels. 
Within a short time the board will 
take over for government use ev- 
ery American vessel available for 
overseas service. 

The vessels will be requisitioned 
and turned back ‘to their owners in 
most cases for operation probably 
on time charter in the trades which 
the government holds are most nec- 
essary for a successful conduct of 
the war. In this manner the ship- 
ping board will have complete con- 
trol of ocean freight rates on 
Amertcan-carried goods and can 4di- 
rect the service of all vessels fiving 
the American flag. 

Both the army and the navy have 
commandeered many ships for their 
own uses at varying rates, the navy 
operating those it has taken as 
auxiliaries and the army running its 


vessels as transports and supply 
ships. In the future the shipping 
board will do all requisitioning, 


turning over to the army and, navy 
vessels needed in those eervices,

TWENTY THOUSAND TROOPS 
HEAR FORMER PRESIDENT. 


Plea for Preparedness and Com- 
pulsory Military Training After 
the War Made by the Colonel at 


mac. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

GRANT, ROCKFORD 
Sept, 26.—Preparedness and 
pacifists claimed equal shares of 
Theodore Roosevelt's attention in an 
address today to nearly 20,000 men 
of the Eighty-sixth Division of the 
national army. Included in his 
speech was the plea that his hear- 
ers, when they have finished the 
task they are about to tackle in 
Europe, become apostles of uni- 
versal military service. 

During his stay of less than two 
hours, the colonel was whirled in & 
motor car through nearly ten miles 
of cantonment streets, viewed one of 
the barracks, inspected several 
amusement places built for the re- 
cruits, delivered a fervid half-hour 
speech and within ten minutes of its 
conclusion was aboard a_ special 
train bound for Chicago. 

Military efficiency, described as 
“extraordinary” by army officers 
who accompanied the former Presi- 
dent, marked the handling of the 
thousands of recruits as t were 
marched to the valley behind camp 
headquarters where Col. Roosevelt 
spoke. 

Greeting the khaki-clad throng 
that spread like a great blanket over 
the sides of the tree-encircied hol- 
low in which he stood as “the mo- 
bilized manhood, courage and pa- 
triotism of America,” Col. Roose- 
velt said that “you are about to fight 
the Hun across the sea and we are 
going to back you by fighting the 
Hun in this country.” 

Reviewing some of the handicaps 
that are delaying the work of the 
training camps, such as iack of 
equipment and arms, he urged each 
of his hearers, upon his return from 
the war, to preach the gospel of un!- 
versal, obligatory military training. 

“No man ever won a fight by par- 
rying blows,” he asserted. “Only 
hitting wins fights. The nation that 
can hit not only wins its fight but 
wins the respect of other nations. 
This country will fulfill its aspira- 
tions and ideals only in proportion 
as it develops the spirit to fight for 
them.” 

With respect to pacifists and con- 
scientious objectors to war, he said: 

“No man, and I have weighed my 
words carefully, is entitled to vote 
in this country uniess he is willing 
to fight for it in time of war and 
prepare himeelf to fight for it in 
time of peace.” 

The colonel boasted that it made 
him proud to be an American when 
he saw how the officers and men of 
the national army had “taken hold” 
of their job, adding, however: 

“Do not allow yourselves to be 
fooled by admiration of what has 
been accomplished into failure to 
understand that we would not have 
had time to do this had it not been 
for the armies and fleets of France 
and Great Britain.” 

Reverting to unpreparedness, he 
asserted that that condition never 
yet has kept any nation out of war, 
but, on the other hand, was a provo- 
cation to aggression by military na- 
tions. 

“Before the war the pacifist crew 
ranted that preparedness would 
bring us into the war. We were 
unprepared. And we are now at 
war. We have been in a state of 
war for eight months, since Con- 
gress acted on January 31, and we 
still are at the receiving end. No 
German has yet deen discommoded 
by anything we've done. 

“T envy vou the chance you've got 
on Uncle Sam's team. Our pity is 
for those on the side lires. ou 
who are going to fight will not have 
to explain to vour children and your 
children’s children why you did not 
answer your country’s call. But 
those who did not will have to do 
a lot of explaining. But this seems 
to be a very exclusive war. I want- 
ed to go, but was blackbalied by the 
committee on membership.” 

“Good luck to you,” he concluded. 
“When you get over there I hope 
you meet my four sons. You have 
the task of etivirg Americans a 
chance to hold up thelr heads. 
America’s position during the next 
fifty years depends on what you will 
do.”

U-BOAT SCORE 
SMALLEST EVER. 


Only Fifteen British Ships 
Sunk Last Week. | 


Fewest Since Unrestricted 
Warfare Began. 


Submarines are Sent 
to the Bottom.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—Thirteen 
British merchantmen of 1600 tons 
and over, and two vessels of less 
than 1600 tons were sunk by mines 
or submarines last week, according 
to the weekly Admiralty statement 
issued this evening. In the aggregate 
this is the smallest number of ves- 
sels sunk during any one week since 
Germany began her intensified sub- 
marine warfare last February. 

Two fishing vessels also were sunk 
last week. 

TWO U-BOATS SUNK. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, Sept. 26. 
— Passengers arriving here today on 
a steamship from a British port told 
of the sinking of two German sub- 
marines, one of which had attacked 
a transport convoyed by British de- 
stroyers. 

The transport was fired on by a 
U-boat late at night September 14, 
according to the story, off the Irish 
coast. It was a bright moonlight 
night, and officers on the troop ship 
saw the silvery path of the torpedo. 
Shots were fired at the hostile craft 
by the gunners on the transport, but 
the submarine was finally sunk by a 
destroyer. 

The second U-boat reported sunk 
attacked a steamship of the same 
line carrying a large number of pas- 
sengers and a heavy cargo. When 
the periscope of a submarine was 
sighted the steamship immediately 
made for the craft, ramming it as 
it rose to the,.surface, cleaving it in 
two. As the U-boat sank a number 
of sailors were seen in the water, 
it was said, but the work of rescuing 
them was left to the destroyers.

Those who know him best affirm 
that on every question he ‘s first of 
all a liberal. Reputed to be a con- 
stant adviser of caution and mod- 
eration, he is known by his friends 
to be also a man of action, swift 
and decisive ih an emergency. They 
call him a man essentially of sound 
judgment, a man who knows en 
to be cautious and when to go for- 
ward. 

POLITICAL GENTUS. 

Col, House seems to embody in its 
best sense the special and well- 
known political genius of America. 
He undoubtedly is a figure that the 
American people would quickly un- 
derstand if tney had a full opportu- 
nity of becoming familiar with his 
personality. 

He is known to men of affairs 
to be a student of life as much as 
of international history and politics. 
In short, he seems to represent in 


simplicity, candor and common 
sense the best ideals of American 
diplomacy. 


It would be needless to speak of 
the admiration which Col. House 
feels for President Wilson, or of his 
faith in the greatness and inherent 
liberalism of the President's states- 
manship, a faith amply justified in 
the minds of liberals everywhere by 
the events of the last year, culmi- 
rating in America’s recent answer to 
the peace proposals of the Vatican.

And now her 
Emperor, her present military caste 
and her wondérful but blinded peo- 
ple have the blood of the millions 
who have suffered‘ in this world 
catastrophe on their hands. 

“President Wilson,” the speaker 
continued, “says the Allies are fight- 
ing to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy. Some misconception has 
been created on this head. The Al- 
lies are not struggling to force a 
particular form of government on 
Germany. If the German people 
continue to wish an Emperor it is 
not the purpose of the Allies to re- 
quire them to have a republic. Their

Adjustment of Differences is 
Placed in Hands of Joint Com-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—De- 
mands of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Western Pennsylvania coal miners, 
for wage increases of about 25 per 
cent. were in the hands of a joint 
scale subcommittee of miners and 
Operators tonight, with indications 
that as a result of the operators’ 
fiat refusal to grant more pay Dr. 
H. A. Garfield, the fuel administra- 
tor, would be called into the nego- 
tiations. 

The operators contended that the 
wage demands, presented at a joint 
confereftice today, were exorbitant, in 
view of the government-fixed prices 
for viiuminous coal, and that even 
without giving the miners more pay 
many mines would be forced to sus- 
pend. They agreed, however, to dis- 
cussion of the demands by a sub- 
committee tomorrow. 
Most of the miners’ leaders agreed 
with the operators that an advance 
is impossible under the government 
prices and admitted that their only 
hope lay in an expected revision of 
the prices after Dr. Garfield and the 
Federal Tr:ide Commission complete 
an investigation of production costs. 
In preparation for extensive deal- 
ings with the fuel administration 
over questions of price and produc- 
tion, operators of tne entire country, 
meeting here today, perfected or- 
ganization vr the National Associa- 
tion of Coal Operators, and elected 
W. K. Pield president. 
An advance of about 50 cents from 
the government basic rate of about 
$2 a ton, with 15 to 20 cents more 
for the less efficient mines, was 
urged by many operators as a proper 
revision to permit payment of higher 
wages, allow for profitable eperation 
and guarantee no diminution of pro- 
duction tn the war emergency.

Prediction Carranza will Join 
Against Germany. 


Change of Sentiment Towards 
the War is Reported. 


Tour of Gen. Obregon Here

EL PASO (Tex.) Sept. 26.—A pre- 
diction that Mexico would follow Ar- 
gentina, Peru, Uruguay and Para- 
guay by breaking off relations with 
Germany was made here tonight by 
an American who has large inter- 
ests In Mexico, but who declined to 
permit his name to be used. 

He said indications had been 
pointing to such a mcve by Mexico 
for the past month. The suppres- 
sion of anti-American papers in 
Mexico, said to have been controlled 
by German interests; the change in 
attitude of.Gen. Alvaro Obregon, 
Gen. Francisco Murgula and other 
prominent Mexican officers, and the 
request for a loan to Mexico were 
some of these indications of Mexico's 
attitude toward the United States 
and the Allies, he said. 

OBREGON'S. TOUR. 


Gen. Obregon is now making a 
tour of the United States, accom- 
panied by an American army officer. 
Although he holds no official title 
with the Mexican government, he is 
considered the strongest man in 
Mexico next to President Carranza. 
Tonight he sent for Andres Garcia, 
inspector-general of Mexican Consu- 
lates in the United States, who is 
known for his pro-American, pro- 
Ally sentiments. He will join Gen. 
Obregon in Los Angeles Thursday 
and accompany him East. 

When Gen. Murguia came to 
Juarez Sunday he was accompanied 
by the French Consu! at Chihuahua 
City and his expressions while here 
were extrémely friendly to Amer- 
icans, in direct contrast to his for- 
mer visit when he had the German 
Consul and a party of Germans as 
his guests. 

The embargo on foodstuffs to all 
but Allied countries has begun to 
make itself felt in Mexico, and there 
is a strong demand in the north to 
have Mexico align itself with the Al- 
lies, In order to have the food em- 
bargo iifted. The German  in- 
fluence in the north has been wan- 
ing for the past month, and @ more 
friendly American feeling has taken 
its place. 

COSTA RICA'S ACT.

SEVEN NEW HIGHWAYS 
DERED AT CONFERENCE. 


Meeting of Sapervisors and Com- 
sion at Sacramento Agrees on 
Permanent Surfacing —Cost of 
Improvement to be by In- 
terested Counties and State.

SACRAMENTO, Bept. 26.—Seven 
State highways, totaling ¢€75 miles, 
will be constructed in California at 
& cost estimated at $8,963,674, to be 
borne partly by the State and partly 
by the counties interested, accdérd- 
ing to a decision reached today by 
County Supervisors conferring here 
with the State Highway Commission. 
Sentiinent in favor of permanent 


roads of macadam or concrete was 
unanimous. 

The State has three million dol- 

lars available for these roads and 
the counties will endeavor to secure 
the remainder through bond issues. 
The roads to be built are the Trin- 
ity. El Portal, Pacheco, Coalinga, 
Chalane, Barstow and Yuma high- 
ways. 
The Highway Commission has de- 
termined the type of road to be con- 
structed in each case, set aside a 
proportion of the State's three 
million to be used for it and asked 
the county representatives today to 
approve. Sentiment shown at the 
meeting wags strongly in favor of 
adopting the board's plans.

Disagree Over Desirability of 
Holding Convention.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 26.— 
Paradoxical as it may seem, the 
Southern California “Christian Paci- 
fists’ are at war. Mars invaded the 
thinning ranks of the advocates of 
peace this afternoon when a mecet- 
ing was held to decide whether té 
continue to attempt to hold the 
advertised conference October 1, 2 
and 3. 

Discouraged by three failures to 
secure a hall in which to hold their 
meetings, the majority of the 
pacifists was in favor of abandoning 
further efforts to hold the confer- 
ence. Others, however, wanted it 
held “at all costs,” and when the 
meeting broke up it is said the two 
factions were at swords’ points, so 
to speak. 

The fight to give up the peace 
meeting was led by “Dr. Francis 
Watry, pastor of the Free Church of 
Long Beach. The other side was 
led by Rev. Floyd Hardin, pastor 
of the Methodist Church of Atwa- 
ter, Cal. 

“IT am not in sympathy with the 
movement to have the conference 
at this time,” said Dr. Watry this 
evening. “TI think these people 
should not fly in the face of public 
opinion. I am for peace, but there 
is a time and place for everything.” 

A truce was declared later, how- 
ever, and at a committee meeting 
tonight it was decided to abandon 
further attempts to hold the sched- 
uled conference of peace advocates 
in Long Beach October 1, 2 and 3, 
as proposed. The committee report- 
ed, however, that the conference 
would be held on the dates scheduled 
in Burbank Hall, Los Angeles. 

In addition to Miss Fanny Bixby 
and Dr. Francis Watry, three other 
speakers have been secured for the 
occasion.

TO REDUCE HAZARD.

WHITTIER, Sept. 26.—Prof. H. 
D. Young, who has been well known 
for his active work here in the 
pathological laboratory of the State 
university, has received word from 
Washington that he has been ap- 
pointed special investigator for the 
Department of Agriculture to carry 
on experiments in cyanide fumiga- 
tion. Since the discovery of the 
value of cyanide fumigations in the 
control of citrus scale pests radical 
changes have been made in the 
methods of conducting fumigations. 
The recent experimental work in 
the use of liquid cyanide bids fair 
to revolutionize present methods, as 
being better. more economical, and 
more efficient. But that the new 
method is fraught with great dan- 
ger is evidenced by the death of one 
victim near Upland recently It 
will be a part of the work of Prof. 
Young to devise plans whereby the 
work will be less hazardous. Prof. 
Young will maintain headquarters 
at the pathological laboratory dur- 
ing the present fumigation season.

THE TESTS. 

The test to determine the appli- 
cant’s sense of equilibrium is the 
most important, it was stated. In 
this test the applicant is placed in 
a revolving chair, much like a den- 
tist’s chair. He is then revolved, 
by the chair mechanism, ten times 
to the_right in ten seconds. The 
chair {s stopped abruptly and the 
applicant is told to touch a certain 
object in front of him, raise his arm 


high above his head and then again 
touth the object, with his eves 
closed throughout this operation. 


After touching the object once and 
then raising his hand above his 
head, the applicant will place his 
hand either to the right or to the 
left of the object when he tries to 
touch it a second time with his eves 
closed, because of the effect of being 
whirled about in the chair and sud- 
cenly arrested in the midst of the 
chair’s revolution. By the proxim- 
ity of the applicant’s hand to the 
object when he tries to touch it a 
second time, the examining doctors 
determine the acuteness of his sense 
of equilibrium. 


A second test is to make the ap- 
plicant stand with both feet together 
end eyes closed to see how much 
he wiht sway from a vertical posi- 
tion. 

The candidate is then required to 
walk with his eyes shut to a corner 
of the room in a straight line and 
return. By the distance he varies 
from a straight line in his course 
the doctors are told the development 
of the “dynamic” sense. 

They measure the distance from 
the candidate's ear that he can hear 
the ticking of a watch, test his blood 
preasure from time to time and ex- 
amine the lungs thoroughly. 

WHIRLING, FALLING. 


The would-be aviator is then again 
placed in the revolving chair and 
whirled around ten times in twenty 
seconds. He is then required to 
keep his eyes fixed on a certain ob- 
ject. This object appears to dance 
from side to side to the applicant 
because of the effect on his senses

FIRST LIBERTY BONDS 
TO REACH HERE TODAY. 


HE frst Liberty bonds to reach 

Los Angeles will be shown to- 

day in the windows of the 
Guaranty Trust and Savings Bank at 
Seventh and Spring streets. This ad- 
vance shipment consists of sixteen 
bonds iff denominations of $60, $100 
and $1000, and comprise the first 
receipts in this city. They left San 
Francisco at 4 o'clock p.m. yester- 
day, from which point all of the 
first Liberty Loan bonds purchased 
in the Twelfth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict will be distributed. 

The new bonds are dated June 
15, 1917, and bear 3% per cent. in- 
terest, payable semi-annually; the 
first interest-paying date being De- 
cember 15, 1917. It is expected that 
lAberty bonds intended for distribu- 
tion among the 30,020 subscribers of 
Southern Califortria will arrive with- 
in a week, at which time they wil) 
be promptly delivered by ‘the banks 
and bond houses through which the 
subscriptions were made. 

However, in view of the recent 
announcement of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo, that the next is- 
sue of Liberty bonds will bear 4 
per cent. interest, it is expected that 
many of the subscribers will exer- 
cise their right to exchange their 34 


per cent. securities for the coming 
4 per cent. 
thev will be compelled to await the 
‘d@ietribution of: the 


issue, in which case 
4 per cent. 
bonds. The long delay in preparing 
the bonds for delivery was due to 
overtaxed condition of 


the gov- 


ernment’s printing establishment at 
Washington, which has been work- 
ing day and night since the declara- 
tion of war in an effort to keep up 
with the increasing demands of gov- 
ernment business. 

The distribution of the new bonds 
will mark the final step in the first 
Liberty Loan issue of $2,000,000,000, 
which was oversubscribed by more 
than $1,000,000.000. It sets a new 
record for bond issues of the United 
Statés, both in the amount raised 
and in the total number of sub- 
scribers, there being over 4,000,000 
individual subscribers. 

The sixxteen bonds are not for 
sale, and until the regular shipment 
arrives, which will be some days 
later, subscribers will gain nothing 
by calling and requesting the bonds, 
none being available for distribution 
at this time.

This shows 
his responsiveness to the direction 
he was taking.

LIVELY FIGHT OVER 
GAS MEASURE LOOMS. 


From indications a lively fight 
will develop when the proposed na- 
tural gas ordinance comes before 
the Council this morning. The fea- 
ture of this measure is a_ section 


compelling gas companies to furnish 
their patrons with natural gas, 
which supporters of the measure de- 
clare is better than the manufac- 
tured product. 

It is thought that leading busi- 
ness men, consumers of manufac- 
tured gas, will appear to protect the 
measure, citing the decision of the 
State Railroad Commission recent- 
ly handed down, when rates for gas 
were fixed with states, “instead of 
urging or ordering companies to do 
away with their gas-generating 
plants, public authority should in- 
sist upon its retention, not only as 
& matter of insurance against un- 
usual interruption of service, but as 
insurance against a possible diminu- 
tion in constant supply.”

Cantu-Obregon Conference 
Here Significant. 


Sets at Rest Rumors of the 
Governor's Removal? 


Pledge of Fealty’s Met with 
Expression of Esteem. 


Significant sidelights on rumors 
which have been prevalent recently 
as to a possible removal by Presi- 
dent Carranza of Gov. Esteban 
Cantu of Lower (California were 
cast yesterday by a statement of 
what transpired at a conference 
held in this city last Saturday be- 
tween Gov.

According to members of the

Mexican government and his desire 
to co-operate with it in the work of 
peaceful rehabilitation of the war- 
stricken country. In his reply, Gen. 
Obregon is stated to have expressed 
his recognition of the able work of 
Gov. Cantu in preserving peace in 
his territory and in the protection of 
life and property. His acceptance 
of the Governor's pledge of fealty to 
Carranza was couched in such 
terms as to lead those present to 
believe that an understanding hag 
been restored between Gov. Cantu 
and the head of the republic. 

, TO RESTORE PROPERTY. 

Members of the Obregon party 
say the trouble in Mexico is over 
and that in a month's time through 
the amnesty act the property of 
every Mexican owner will be re- 
stored except in the cases of those 
persons who took part in the slay- 
ing of Madero. 

The government desires to get all 
parties together and settle their 
differences for the sake of peace and 
prosperity in Mexico.

But more 
than passing strange to me is it that 
in your day and mine, with all we 
understand, and with all the oppor-

OF NEUTRALITY BREACH. 


RED DATO and Julien M. Trens 
were last night found guilty, 
and Cornelius J. O’Reilley was 

acquitted. and released, on the 
charge of having violated the neu- 
trality laws of the United States by 
conspiring to purchase ten machine 
guns and send them across the line 


Judge Bledsde’s court deliberated 
seven hours over the evidence. The 
same bail furnished by Mr. Dato 


Robert J. O'Connor in behalf of the 
government, Judge Liedsoe charged 
the jury. 

Lawler, in behalf of Mr. 

a defendant, asked that 
furnished a copy of the 
charge for the purpose of seeing if 
there was anything to which excep- 
tion could be taken. Judge Bledsoe 
Genied the request, with the state- 
ment that exceptions should be 
made immediately, if any were to 
be taken. 

Mr. Lawler replied that it was im- 
possible to remember all of the 
charge and argued that under the 
law he was entitied to a copy of it. 
Judge Bledsoe refused, however, to 


furnish him with a copy, an excep-/ 


tion to the ruling being taken. 

At 4 o'clock, after the jury had 
deliberated two hours, a request 
was sent to the court for a copy of 
the testimony of Bernal H. Dyas, 
which the jury desired to read. It 
was stipulated it should be giv- 
en them, and ‘hey resumed their 
deliberations. 

The overt acts charged in the in- 
dictment run back to September, 
1916, when ten machine guns con- 
signed from the Colte Arms Com- 
pany, Hartford, Ct., to the William 
Hi. Hoegee Company were seized by 
the government, it being claimed 
that they were intended for use in 
Lower California, and that the em- 
bergo of President Wilson prohib- 
fted the exportation of arms and 
ammunition into Lower California. 

It was shown that the guns were 
ordered by Julien M. Trens, one of 
the defendants, through C. J. O'Retll- 
ley, who was general manager of the 
Hoegese store—it being claimed by 
Mr. O’Relilley that they were to be 
held until the embargo was lifted 
and they could be legally taken 
scrosa the tine. The intent as to 
the future dlieposition of the guns 
was the crux of the case, the gov- 
ernment seeking to establish by tes- 
timony that they were intended for 
immediate shipment to that part of 
the country.

CAMP LEWIS, AMERICAN 
LAKE (Wash.) Sept.p26.—Suspect- 
ing that pro-German anti-conscrip- 
tion agitators put che liquor on the 
Montana troop train, aboard which 
by an enemy of the government. 
ter, lost his life during a drunken 
brawl in Western Montana while 
the train was en route to Camp 
Lewis, Federal agents will make a 
thorough investigation. Circum- 
stantial evidence leads the agents 
to believe that the liquor was put 
aboard to cause the men to com- 
mit such acts as would bring odium 
on the conscripted army and the 
draft system. The National Army 
men who were on the troop train 
are being closely questioned at 
Camp Lewis by a special board of 
officers named to make an investi- 
gation. Questions are intended to 
reveal the identity of the men or 
man responsible for the porter’s 
death and also to learn where the 
liquor aboard the train came from. 

Liquor was put on the train by 
the case some time before the train 
left Butte and this fact strengthens 
the theory that it was furnished 
by an enemy o the government. 
Nothing new has been learned con- 
cerning how Harris met his death. 
It is not Known whether he was 
under the influence of liquor, but it 
is known that most of the men on 
his car were intoxicated. A Ta- 
coma morning paper carried a story 
today that Harris was not dead, but

His interest seemed to lie 
wholly in the “submerged tenth.” The un- 
submerged nine-tenths appeared to concern 
him very little. He visited the peniten- 
tlary often and sought renown as a prison 
reformer, with little or no reference to the 
reform of the “unfortunates” for whom 
prisons have to be built and maintained. 
Hunt's official messages and public utter- 
ances were filled with soap-box phrases. 
Always he was strong for “curbing the 
power” of corporations that already had 
been blackjacked by him and his socialistic 
associates. A rich man himself, retired 
from years of merchandising in a mining 
camp, he is sald to have been represented 
on the State's tax rolls only as the owner 
of small personal property. Realty, mines, 
banks, all were abhorrent, as evidences of 
a Wealth necessarily predatory. 

The above letter does not discredit Hunt's 
well-known views. It was just the letter 
for him to write. 

Last year in the Clifton (Ariz.) district 
was a long strike, backed by the Sheriff 
and by the Governor, then in office. Scores 
of men not in sympathy with the aims of 
the illiterate rabble were “run out” of the 
camps, many of them beaten up in the 
process. Fearing their lives, the mine man- 
agers had to flee to El Paso. At Duncan, 
at the expense of the mining companies, 
had to be established a refugee camp, filled 
with workmen who had remained loyal or 
who had incurred the displeasure of the 
“labor” leaders. The mines and works had 
to be abandoned to the mob. Gov. Hunt 
sent troops to the scene, but the militia 
officers were forced to remain inactive 
while American citizens were drummed 
past their tents, with hooting and with 
violence. The Governor appeared at Clif- 
ton, but only to express his sympathy with 
the strikers and to intimate that a “bull- 
pen” might be the destination of any who 
opposed them. 

Praise be, Hunt was not in office when 
the 1.W.W. started their deviltry in Arizona 
last June. The agitators had, however, 
the backing of many anti-capitalistic laws 
that had been passed by weak-kneed leg- 
islators at Hunt's suggestion. It happened 
that the Clifton experience was exactly re- 
versed at Bisbee, where the people at large, 
tired of contro! by foul-mouthed traitors 
and their foreign dupes, rose and deported 
the LW.W. to the last man, incidentally 
adding the other riff-raff of the community. 
This, however, was done quietly, without 
the Clifton accompaniment of tin cans and 
curses. 

Hunt appeared again in the limelight 
three months ago, appointed “mediator” in 
the Arizona strikes, announced as “person- 
al representative of the President.” He 
doesn't appear to have had much luck fs 


the way of mediation. Bisbee, “where rea- 
son and justice seems to have temporally 
left her throne,” has solved her own eco- 


nomic questions very well indeed. The 


Columbus refugee camp is vacant, for its 
rations were cut off. In Jeromethe I.W.W. 
were run out by union men. In Miami and 
Globe, where Hunt found companionship 
with the LW.W., both union and nonunion 
men are at work, protected by Federal cav- 
alry from the fury of the mob. Arizona 
is “finding herself” slowly. 

Just as surely as the Kaiser cult has led 
to bloodshed in Europe, just so surely Hunt- 
ism has been responsible for the miserable 
and disloyal economic disturbances Arizona 
has known for five years past. The man 
has led, deliberately, in setting class against 
Class and in stirring up antagonism that 
never may be lived down and that must be 
bitter for years to come. Even when out 
of State office, when honored by the Presi- 
dent of the nation with a place akin to 
that of judge, he has shown his prejudices, 
as well as his caliber, in the letter written 
to his friend, O'Day, the pickled pilgrim. 
It is told that Hunt still has much political 
strength in the Sun-Kissed State. God 
save Arizona! 


IL VERSUS COAL. 

Just as relief from governmental op- 
position seemed to be within their grasp 
California oi] men have again seen their 
hopes destroyed. The inability to get unan- 
imous consent to the consideration of the 
Walsh and Phelan leasing bill at the pres- 
ent session of Congress has forced the bill 
to lay over until the regular session in De- 
cember, when, despite the many obstacles 
in the way, Galifornians may hope for jus- 
tice. 

Whence comes the opposition to this fair 
and reasonable measure? The first time 
the bill,was called up the objection came 
from Senator Smoot of Utah; the second 
time from Hustings of Wisconsin. As Wis- 
consin has no apparent interest in the oil 
industry it has been assumed that the Navy 
Department is the source from which the 
Senator from that State took his cue. Per- 
haps it is; but Secretary Daniels has been 
reported upon good authority to have 
ceased his hostility. From what origin, 
then, does the opposition come? Two Sen- 
ators have objected and, as one has no ap- 
parent motive, it might be well to look at 
the other and see if possibly he has any 
reason for his action. 

Mr. Smoot represents Utah, one of 
two greatest coal mining States in 
West, Colorado (Utah’s neichbor on the 
east) being the other. New Mexico is the 
third coal State of the Rocky Mountain re-

i gion. The Walsh bill is not a simple re- 


lief measure for the protection of the Call- 
fornia oil operators established within the 
areas withdrawn from entry; it is a general 
bill a pv to coal, oil, gas, <ulphur, potas- 
sium and\sodium, and the Phelan amend- 
ment for California relief is a part of this 
bill. Under the Walsh bill no person, asso- 
ciation or corporation will be allowed here- 
fter to acquire, directly or ifn¢irectly, any 
interest im a larger area than 2560 
acres under penalty of confiscation of 
the property and a fine of $10,009 
or two years’ penal servitude. 

That Senator Smoot should oppose the 
Walsh bill in the interests of the coal com- 
panies of his own and neighboring States 
is not surprising. Its passage would do 
them no good. Their present properties 
are safe from attack, and under the Walsh 
bill they would have little opportunity to 
extend them. But there is another reason 
for the coal companies seeking to oppose 


That they should be anxious for their de- 
feat is natural and logical. That Senator 
Smoot is acting in their interest is the 
conclusion impossible to avoid. They want 
to ruin the California oil industry. 

Three important overland railroads with 
their western tidewater terminals in Call- 
fornia near the oil fields—the Southern Pa- 
cific’s Ogden route, the Western Pacific and 
the Salt Lake—have their eastern termi- 
nals in the heart of the Utah coal fields. 
On account of the great superiority of fuel 
oil they all burn it, and the Utah coal min- 
ers thus see a trade worth millions lost 
to them. To cut off or reduce the avail- 
able supply of oi] fuel is to increase the 
market for Utah coal. Already the Salt 
Lake Rallroad is preparing to change some 
of its engines north of Las Vegas back to 
coal-burning and to buy coal, of course, 
from the Utah coal companies. The Ore 
gon Short Line bas been burning oil in 
many of its locomotives, having the oll 
delivered by sea to its western terminal 
at Portland, Or. Now, under the stress of 
oll shortage, it is changing many of the 
locomotives to burn coal again, the coal, 
of course, to come from the Utah mines. 
The Southern Pacific ig reported to have 
changed some of its locomotives in Utah 
and Eastern Nevada to coal burners. But 
for a fortunate purchase of a large quan- 
tity of fuel ofl from the Standard the 
Southern Pacific would have had to change 
a great many more of its locomotives to 
burn Utah coal. The Standard has enor- 
mous storage of ofl on hand, but it is being 
drained very rapidly indeed, and if the 
present shortage of oil production of 1,000,- 
000 barrels a ménth can only be maintained 
for a year longer, through government stu- 
pidity and opposition to development, there 
is not the slightest doubt that the Southern 
Pacific will have to pay a few millions Into 
the coffers of the Utah coal companies in 
order to operate its trains. The Western 
Pacific is in the same fix. The Santa Fe 
is running ojl-burning passenger engines 
as far as Albuquerque right into the New 
Mexico coal flelds. If unable to get ofl in 
California the Santa Fe will have to buy 
more New Mexico and Colorado coal. and 
well might the coal miners of these States 
make common cause with the Utah men 
and their Senatorial representative. Not 
only the railroads, but also in many smelt- 
ers and other industries in territory where 
oil and coal meet in competition, has fuel 
oil driven coal from the market. If the 
coal miners can keep up the present short- 
age of of] they hope-to get this trade, too. 

The Utah coal men are not the first of their 
trade to exclude Califortia of! competition 
throuch legislative restrictions. The use 
of California fuel ofl in British Columbia 
forced coal mines to shut down in that 
province. Then representatives of the coal 
industry went to Ottawa and induced the 
Canadian Parliament to put a heavy tariff 
on imported California of] fuel. While this 
tax has not served as yet to exclude oil 
fuel from Canada entirely, it has much 
reduced the amount available, and if Sen- 
ator Smoot can prolong the present short- 
age and put the lid down on the future of 
the California oll trade by blocking relief at 
Washington he will doubtless receive the 
gratitude of the British Columbia coal op- 
erators as well as those of Utah, Colorado 
and New Mexico.

The United States is not expend- 
ing billions of dollars in order to 
help France recover Alsace and Lor- 
raine or to aid the preservation of 
Poland or to compel reparation to 
Belgium, although it sympathizes 
with all these purposes. We are 
marshalling a mighty army not to 
promote any readjustment of the 
boundaries of European nations, but 
to prevent our own ships from be- 
ing driven from the seas, to prevent 
our coasts from being ravaged, our 
cities robbed and our nation placed 
under tribute to the German Kaiser 
and his attendant gang. The man 
who does not see this is blind. The 
American who comprehends it and 
is vet so pusillanimous and so un- 

as not to resist it is a cow- 
ard or a traitor or both, and should 
be dealt with as such. 


Political and Social Advancement. 


Civilization soars on luminous 
wings over all the world—except in 
Germany — where barbarism has 
emerged from its medieval tombs. 
The socia) and political advances of 
the age take different forms in dif- 
ferent. countries.. In our country 
women have been made voters in 
twelve States and an active cam- 
paigen is in provress—including pick- 
eting of the White House—to force 
it unon the twelve States that have 
rejected it and the twenty-four 
States which have not acted upon it. 

In China, where nobody votes, 
progress takes a different direction. 
There the idle and predatory rich 
are urged by missionaries to devote 
a portion of their time to manicur- 
ing an inch or two of superfluous 
Jeneth from the finger nails of de- 
serving poor men. 

In the United States ladies deem 
it their duty to use saccharine in- 
stead of sugar to reduce their waist 
rotundity, while in China the ladies 
fatten their centrality to a meas- 
vrement of fifty inches—which is 
the standard of female beauty.

“To all salesmen: 

“Beginning Sunday, April 29, the 
following prices wil prevail: All 
bread, wrapped or unwrapped, 
twelve ounces, wholesale price 7 
cents. All bread, wrapped or un- 
wrapped, twenty-four ounces, 12 
cents. These two breads are com- 
monly known as the 5 and 10-cent 
sizes. There shall be no discount to 
anybody. There shall be no ex- 
change of bread. No stale bread 
shall be sold to the dealers. Price 
of rolls shall be 12 cents, wholesale, 
the same as large ioaf of bread. 
Price of bread to the shipping trad¢ 
will be 7 and 12 cents wholesale de 
livered. That means that all express 
will be prepaid from now on unless 
otherwise instructed. 

“All dealers must maintain the 
price of retailing bread at 8 cents 
and 15 cents. Any dealer that you 
find selling bread below these prices 
Monday, telephone immediately 
wherever you find it on your route, 
giving us the name of the party and

signed by J. W. 


This notice was 
Costello, manager. 
Another witness was Charlies F. 
Klingberg of Whittier. He keeps a 
merchandise store and bought his 
bread from the United States Baking 
Company. The driver of the wagon 
was H. B. Ingalis. Mr. Kiingberg 
was informed that the price of bread 
would be increased and objected be- 
cause the notice was so sudden. 
“T asked for some time and was 
given until Wednesday,” he testified. 
“I told him I did not want & sell 
bread at 15 cents, but at 13 cents. 
He said I could get no more bread 
unless I 414 sell for 15 cents. We 
made an agreement to give each 
other twenty-four hours’ notice. He 
brought me bread on Tuesday, but 
Wednesday I got no bread. Monday 
I sold it for 13 cents and at the 
same price Tuesday. The driver did 
not call on Wednesday and when I 
called up the company I was told 
they were short. I said that was 
queer, because I was one of their 
biggest customers. I was asked what 
I would sell it fur and I replied I 
guess it would have to be at 15 
cents. He said he would see I got 
bread. I got it.” 
Mr. Klingberg sold it at 15 cents 
Yor some days. But when he cut 
the price Mr. Ingalls told him, on 
the last day, that the boss had said 
to deliver him no more bread. 
A. H. Lyons of Long Beach was 
called, but excused when it devel- 
oped that Gus Litschke, from whose 
Home Bakery he boukht bread, had 
not been identified as among those 
at the so-called conspiracy meeting. 
The case will be continued this 
morning.

Lose Fight. 


BUS BAN’S IN 
_ EFFECT TODAY. 


Jitneys Cannot Operate in 
Downtown District. 


Judge Denies the Injunction 
Asked by Auto Men. 


Police Officials are Ordered 
to Enforce Ordinance, 


The city ordinance prohibiting jit- 
ney busses from operating on Main, 
Spring, Broadway and Hill streets 
between First and HKighth streets is 
in effect today. It became effective 


at midnight. 

This piece of legislation was made 
operative by a decision handed 
down by Superior Court Judge Mon- 
roe yesterday. In that opinion he 
made the following order: 

“The application of plaintiff (W. 
A. Hagan, a bus operator,) for a 
temporary injunction, and for the 
continuance of the restraining order 
pending appeal, is denied, and this 
order denying such application is to 
take effect October 10, 1917.” 

Fulton Lane, president of the 
Board of Public Utilities, stated late 
last night that no jitney bus can 
legally operate today or hereafter 
within the restricted district. 

“The city ordinance is absolutely 
in force,” declared President Lane. 
“The court’s ruling denies all that 
the jitney bus men requested, and 
the fact that it is dated October 10 
does not give the fitney men per- 
mission to violate the ordinance in 
the meantime. It means that they 
must apply at once for permission 
to operate their busses outside of 
the restricted district, and that those 
who expect to make application for 
such permits must do so immediate- 


ly, because we cannot be expected 
to pass judgment on applications at 
the last minute. The City Attorney, 
at the request of the board, has sent 
his opinion to Acting Police Chief 
Murray, informing him that the or- 
dinance went into effect today, and 
that it must be enforced.” 

In the opinion which City Attor- 
ney Stephens sent to the Board o 
Public Utilities yesterday he says: 

“In view of the statements of the 
court during the hearing, taken in 
connection with the wording of the 
order, and having in mind the ap- 
parent equities of the case, I re-| 
spectftily advise you that, In my 
opinion, you should require all oper- 
ators to file applications for perimits 
at once, in accordance with the or- 
dinance. If this te done I understana 
it will be possible for you to have 
permits issued not later than Octo- 
ber 10 in all proper cases. 

“T think the court felt that some 
arrangement should be made for the 
purpose of giving the operators a 
reasonable opportunity to make 
their applications and have them 
passed upon, as you have not up te 
the present time been in a position 
to issue permits, even had such ap- 
plications been made, on account of 
the prior grder of the court. 

“In my opinion, however, this does 
not apply to that portion of that or- 
dinance (section 6) which prohibits 
their operation within t congested 
district described in the ordinance. 
Inasmuch as there is no power given 
to the board, or to any other officer 
to issue permits for operation in this 
district, there is no reasonable basis 
for withholding enforcement of this, 
provision now that the court has 
sustained its legality.”
